PROVINCE IS CARRIED 


After a Very Lengthy Debate on Pre- 
mier Sifton’s Motion, it was Sus: | 
tained by 25 Votes to I4—In the, 
Course of His Address, the Premier 
States He Does Not Intend to 
Abandon North Country. 


Edmonton.—After a long and heated 
debate lasting some days, Mr, Sif- 
ton’s motion to give the second read- 
ing to forfeit to the province the 
the proceeds of the bonds carried by 
a vote of 25 to 14, which was above 
what the government expected, 

The vote was as follows: 

Yeas—Boudreau, Boyle, Buchanan, 
Campbell, Cushing, Glendinning, Hol- 
den, McArthur, McDougall, Me- 
Kenney, McKenzie, McLean, Mar-

Roberts and Bennett were paired, 
but at the request of Bennett, Roberts 
was counted though not present. 
O'Bricn wes not present, 

On the vote of Michener’s amend- 
ment Puffer and Walker voted with 
the government. 

Of those voting against the govern 
ment in the first division three were 
Conservatives, one Independent, ten 
Liberal. In the second vote eight 
Liberals opposed the government. 


In the course of an_ address, 
lasting an hour, Premier  Sifton 
answered the criticisms of the op- 


osition to his bill for forfeiting the 
Banda of the Waterways Railway com- 
pany. He was applauded by the gov- 
ernment supporters as he scored point 
after point against the amendment 
that had just been introduced by the 
leader of the opposition. 

It was to the effect that the govern- 
ment should not use the moneys real- 
ized by bonds except to build the rail- 
way, and that it shiuld not be for- 
feited except by due process of law. 

The premier riticuled the sugges- 
tion of the opposition, which was that 
rather than avoid the possibility of 
the law, a very remote povsibility, the 
government should rush headlong in- 
to a sure legal suit. 

There had been an entire misappre- 
hension of the nature of the bill in the 
minds of some of the speakers. The 
bill could not give the contract of con- 
struction of the road to another com- 
pany, for then they. would have to as- 
sume the liability. The legislature 
had first to wipe the whole company 
out of existence. He had recently 
talked to a representative of the bond- 
holders, and he had expressed himself 
as perfectly satisfied with the course 
as outlined in the bill. The premier 
said he had lived in Alberta for many 
reat, and no man had yet charged 
nim justly with being partiel to any, 
one part of the province more than 
another. 

Premier Sifton stated that the 
amendment should have been intro- 
duced six months ago, when the com- 
pany had not defaulted, but now such 
an amendment was absurd, The last 
clause in the amendment provided 
that an effort be made for an amic-) 
able settlement, concerning which Mr. 
Sifton said that Mr. Michener had ac- 
cused him of doing wrong in not 
answering the letters from Clarke. 

“T wish to say,’’ he added, “that 
there was nothing in the letters as to 
negotiations with a strong construc- 
tion company.” 

Referring to these letters, the pre- 
mier stated that the third was a tele- 
‘gram, which was an insult to every 
member of the house, Clarke asking 
therein for an adjournment of the con- 
sideration of this matter for two 
weeks, until he could decide what he 
coull do, Clarke knew the company 
had not paid the interest on the 
bonds, nor had they turned a sod; yet 
he wanted a postponement until he) 
could make another proposition.

MURDERER MAKES CONFESSION 


T. M. Robertson and John Fisk Are 
in Custody, on Charge of

It 
hes been ascertained that Ernest 
Davies, the cousin of Robertson, 
whom the latter placed in charge of 
the Peach ranch in September, was 
not in Alberta at the time the crime 
wus committed.

Althongh the exact wording of the 
confession made by Robertson has not 
vet been made public, the facts are 
that Tucker Peach was shot through 
the head and killed in May last. His 
body, covered with blankets and a 
tanned cowhide, was dragged to the 
Bow river and thrown in, with the 
hope that it would float away from 
the scene of the crime. Afterwards 
the blankets and cowhide were tied 
into another bundle and thrown into 
the swollen river, where they were 
afterwards found close to the skull of 
the murdered man. 

After making his confession to In- 
spector Duffus, Robertson was again 


placed in the witness box, and the} 


jury brought in the'’r verdict, which 
wes to the effect that the remains 
they had viewed were those of Tucker 
Peach, and that Peach came to his 
death by. being shot in the head.

Drinking More Tea and Cocoa, and 
Less Coffee, Beer and 
Spirits 

Washington.—Changes in the social 
habits of the United Kingdom are re- 
vealed in a book just issued by the 
commissioners of customs and excise, 
according to a report received here 
irom Consul-General Grifliths at Lon- 
don, 

Though there has been since 1901 
an inerease of 29 per cent. in the use 
of tea, of 13 per cent. in the use of 
cocoa, and 2.7 per cent. in the use of 
tobacco, there has been a decrease of 
14 per cent. in the consumption of 
coffee, as well as a falling off in the 
use of beer amounting to 18 per cent.

EXPENDITURES IN WEST 


The Estimates Provide for an Ex- 
penditure of $138,863,200 for the 
Year Ending March 31, 1912—Being 
a Heavy Increase Over the Esti- 
mates for the Current Year—Ap- 
propriations for the West. 


Ottawa.—The main estimates cover- 
ing the estimates of expenditure for 
the fiscal year, ending March 31, 1912 
were tabled in the house in the ab 
sence of Mr, Fielding by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. They provide for an ex 
penditure of $138,863,200, an increase 
of $6,035,575 over the main estimates 
for the current fiscal year. 

The principal increases are: Public 
debts, $989,525; agricultural, $1,039,- 
600; militia, $592,201; ocean and river 
service, $303,500; post office, $626,080; 
railways and canals, $630,754. 

There 
the largest being $348,050 in miscel- 
laneous expenditure, Of the total ex- 
penditure $100,674,627 is chargeable to 
the consolidated fund, while $38,188,- 
573 is chargeable to the capital ac- 
count, 

The proposed vote for the naval 
service is $3,831,500, as compared with 
$3,676,500, as compared with $3,676,- 
500 for the current year. The increase 


to provide for building and mainten- 
ance of wireless stations, and $45,000 
for the maintenance of tidal stations. 

Hon, Sydney Fisher’s appropria- 
tions include a vote of one million to 
cover the cost of taking the census 
in June next, 

The vote for immigration will be 
$1,066,250, an increase of about 
$25,000. 

Included in the e timates is $10,000 
for Prince Albert armory and $15,000 
for Kenora armory; $650,000 for har- 
bor improvements at Fort William 
and Port Arthur, and $53,000 for im- 
provements at St. Andrew’s rapids, 
Red _ river.

Several artesian we'ls have been 
sunk, but this water, as well as dis- 
tilled and soda water, is sold and is 
therefore beyond the reach of the na- 
tives.

ous Murder Mystery. 

Jack-the-Ripper and his dreadful 
doings are still of interest to the 
psychologist — and the man in the 
street. Lieut.-Col. Sir Henry Smith, 
in his reminiscences just published 
under the title of ‘From nstable 
to Commissioner,” gives us something 
fresh about Jack. He draws up the 
curtain on the revival of a drama 20 
years ago, and the old scenes and the 
old terrors live again. 

“There is ao man living,” says Sir 
Henry, ‘‘who knows as much of these 
murders as I do; and before going 
farther I must admit that, though 
within five minutes of the per 
one night, and with a very fair de- 
scription of him besides, he complete. 
ly beat me and every other police of- 
ficer in London; and 1 have no more 
idea now where he lived than I had 
20 years ago. 

“After the second crime I sent word 
to Sir Charles Warren that I had dis- 
covered a man very likely to be the 
man wanted. He certainly had all 
the qualifications requisite. He had 
been a medical student; he had been 
in a lunatic asylum; he spent all his 
time with women of loose character, 
whom he bilged by giving them pol- 
ished farthings instead of sovereigns 
—two of those farthings having been 
discovered in the pocket of the mur. 
dered woman. Sir Charles failed to 
find him. I thought he was likely to 
be in Rupert sireet, Haymarket. I 
sent up two men there, and there he 
was; vut polished farthings and all, 
ae proved an alibi without the shadow 
4 a doubt.

Whence Does the Great English City 
Get Its Name? 


Some remarks respecting the de- 
tivation of the word “Birmingham” 
inay prove interesting, writes a cor- 
tespondent. In an old work the| 
following appears: ‘‘Hutton’s etymo- 
logical knowledge was of the most 
limited nature, and a common cot- 
ruption in pronouncing the word led 
our genial old gossip astray. He tells | 
us that the ‘original seems to have | 
been Bromwych; Brom, perhaps, from 
Broom, a shrub, for the growth of 
which the soil is extremely favor- 
able. Wych, a descent; this exactly | 
corresponds with the declivity from 
the High street to Digbeth.’ aving 
got his Bromwych, he has to account 
for the ‘ha.’ This word being Saxon 
for home, he says, was added, proba- 
bly, under the Saxon Heptarchy. 
Thus the meaning of the word would 
be the home-on-the-descent on which 
broom grows. Unfortunately for this 
pretty theory, the old name was not 
Bromwycham, but Bermingeham or 
Bermingham, and therefore the 
prolific nature of the soil in pro- 
ducting broom has nothing to do with | 
the name at all.” 

A better, and doubtless the true 
derivation, is given by Mr. James 
Freeman, in a letter published in 
The Athanuecum, September 8, 1855. 
He says: “The word Birmingham is 
so thoroughly Saxon in its construc- 
tion that nothing short of positive 
historical evidence would warrant us 
in ussigning any other than a Saxon 
origin to it. The final syllable, ‘ham,’ 
means a home or residence, and 
‘Bermingas’ would be a patronymic 
or family name meaning the Berms | 
(from Berm, a man’s name, and) 
‘ing’ or ‘iung,’ the young, progeny, | 
race, or tribe). The word dissected | 
in this manner would signify the 
home or residence of the Berms; and 
there can be little question that this | 
is its true meaning.” 

Dr. Sebastien Evans has written as | 
follows on the word “Brummagern"’: 
“The vernacular, ‘Brummagem,’ is a! 
variation of the word Birmingham, 
which seems to have most unneces- 
sarily puzzled  etymologists.  Ber- 
mingeham is the spelling of Domes- 
day, and there can be little doubt 
that the ‘e’ following the ‘g’ signities 
thut the ‘g’ was pronounced soft, as 
was frequently the case in the Mid- 
lands in words in which the ‘g’ was 
elsewhere pronounced hard. The 
entire word would, therefore, be 
sounded as Birminjam, which, swift- 
ly spoken, slides naturally in the 
mouth of a Midlander into Bremijam 
or ‘Brummagem.’ Precisely the same | 
phenomenon presents itself in the 
case of the name Bagot. One branch | 
of the family, whether Midland or | 
not | know not, thought fit to pro- 
nounce the ‘g’ soft, and still writes | 
itself Bugehot, sounded Bajot. | 
vast number of words were in the 
same way pronounced with the ‘g’| 
hard or soft, according to the dialect | 
prevalent in the district. Thus | 
springs are, in sotne parts of Eng: } 
land, called springes; and_ hinges, | 
hings; and fifty more instances could | 
easily be quoted. {t is observable 
that the name Edgbaston presents | 
another instance in point. Original: | 
ly Edgbaston as ‘Egbald’s tun’ of |

3irmingham is ‘the homestead of | 
the sons of Berm,’ or ‘Beorm.’” 

There are at least 140 different ways 
of spelling the word, declares an | 
uuthor of 40 years ago.

IN THE WHEEL HOUSE. 


The Little Room From Which Freight. 
ers Are Guided. 


Up in that roof-top cupboard they 
call the wheel House on a big freight- 
er, the lake spreads out below you 
like a vast level floor, A Eine 
spans the width of the boat at the 

Ww quarter, end standing at one end 
and looking down at the water is like 
peering over a parapet from the roof 
of a three-storey building. You would 
not like to think of diving so far and 
less still would you care to fall. There 
would ensue quite a splash and quite 
a shock when you struck that flat, 
cold surface from such a height, says 
8. H. Howard, In the Toronto Week- 
ly Star. Lofty though this captain's 
bridge seens, dizzily high and su- 
premely commanding, there are times 
on the lakes when the spray from the 
bow mounts to this deck, and these 
windows, and coats the woodwork 
with twelve inches of ice. Those are 
the autumn occasions when—to quote 
one old hairy veteran in the service— 
“your whiskers freeze to your chest.” 


From this lofty glass-walled box we | 


look out over the lake plain as from 
a watch tower, and ordinary waves are 
reduced to wrinkles.

COLOSSAL LONDON. 


Some Facts and Figures About the 
World’s Metropolis. 


No man living has ever yet seen 
London as it really is. There are, in 
fact, twelve Londons, one of which-- 
the county — is controlled by 4,300 
popularly elected men and women who 
sit on 144 public bodies. 

The biggest London of all is the 
police London, covering 692 square 
miles; the smallest is the City of Lon- 
don, extending to one square mile. 

When one speaks of London one 
must put an adjective in to describe 
what London is referred to. Here are 
the Londons with their areas as 
known to the law: 

City of London, one square mile. 

County of London, 115 square miles. 

Water London, 637 square miles. 

Postal London, 220 square miles. 

Telephone London, 630 square miles. 

Parhamentary London, 117 square 


) miles, 


Ecclesiastical London, 
miles. 

Greater London, 692 square miles. 

Police London, 691 square miles. 

Police Court London, 114 square 
miles. 

Central Criminal Court, 
420 square miles. 

County Court London, 206 
miles. 

The smallest population of one Lon- 
don is 26,000—in the City—and the 
largest population 6,550,000—in Great- 
er London. 

In the County of London 16,000 com- 
panies own property of the adie val- 
ue of $70,000,000, the rentals ot 
which are about $100,000,000 a year, 
and yet they have no vote for the 
election of a single person to represent 
them for their total payment every 
year of $25,000,000 in rates. They pay 
one-third of the total rates raised 
Less than half the people who have a 
vote for the rates they pay ever use 
them. So far as taxation and repre 
sentation is concerned a third of the 
Seated property has no share in 
controlling the expenditure. In Ber 
mondsey and Poplar half the rate- 
paid have no voters behind them. 

Every year at least 7,000 Londoner: 
die violent or sudden deaths, 300 are 
sent to prison for long terms, and 
120,000 are brought before the police 
magistrates on various charges. 

Within the 113 square miles of the 
County of London there are 135,000 
people who have come from foreign 
countries. Russians number 38,000 
Germans 27,000. Poles 15,000. French 
11,000, Italians 10,000, and Americans 
5,000. 

On the average there are ten fires s 
day in London, To keep the metro 
polis well protected from fire nearly 
$1,500,000 a year is spent by the Coun- 
ty Council,

Thus 
Westminster is richer than Glasgow, 
the one square mile of the city than 
the whole of Liverpool or Manchester; 
Kensington is richer than Leeds, and 
Lambeth than Bristol, 
Newcastle. 

The smallest boroughs of London— 
Stoke Newington — has more valuable 
property than some twenty-eight of 
the best-known towns, including Bath, 
Exeter, Yarmouth, Londonderry, or 
even Cork, 

There are more people in Islington 
than there are in Edinburgh, more in 
Lambeth and Stepney than in Brad- 
ford, more in Camberwell than in 
Hull or Nottingham. Twenty-four of 
the London boroughs have popula- 
tions equal to some of the thirty great- 
cst towns of the kingdom, while the 
remaining four have populations equal 
to some fifty other towns, the small- 
est of which is Burton-on-Trent.

The following incident is not an 
invention of imaginative journalism, 
but an actual- fact, A gentleman, 
who resides near Bolton, in England, 
was proceeding leisurely to chureh 
when the ringing of the church bells 
intimated to him that he was not 
quite as early as he had thought.

He told King Ed- 
ward, when the famous operation of 
1902 was decided on, that he would 
give $50,000 to escape the duty of per- 
forming it. Sir Frederick retired from 
practice because he was really tired 
of taking out an appendix every 
morning. He performed the opera- 
tion as regularly as he had his break- 
fast, and far more regularly than he 
had his lunch, for he often had to 
lunch in his carriage as he went his 
round of visits. Sir Frederick, it is 
said, has performed no fewer than 
1,000 operations for appendicitis 
without a single death.
